Courteous Reader, 

I Here prefent thee with a Comment upon the Pfalms, according to 
the Common Prayer-Book Tranflation ; which, as many have 
been taught to vilify and calumniate, fo few have been inftruttel 
how to underftand : And it being by the IVifdom of the Church, thought 
ft to be made a Van of our Vublick Devotion, it will not be an improper 
Task in one of my Profeffton, to give thee what Information I am able: 
towards the better under ft anding the fub)ed Matter, the Scope and Tenour e 
and the manycafual Exprefftons in thefe facred Hymns , which may not be 
fo obvious to common Vnderft an dings. 

Many of our Diffeming Brethren have very furioujly attacked this Tranf* 
lation, for feveral grofs Faults contained therein ; not that they have 
really proved them to be fuch, but perhaps they have thought them to be fo? 
becaufe they did not exaftly agree with the laft Tranflation , which, by 
the way, they have as much overvalued , as they have under-valued this* 
For as we muft own there may be fome Pajfages which are not fo 
exaftly done in this old Tranflation j fo we may truly fay, if one had a 
Mini to be over-critical, one might, by way of gepri^al, Jhew as many 
in the Hew One , I mean of the Pfalms; for I have only to do with 
That. For / do not take that Verfion to be the moft exafl Performance 
in its Kfnd, For it carries, from the Beginning to the End, one grofs 
Fault , and that is a addition too nicely literal, which makes it Hebrew 
JliU, as in Englilh Words, and hardly to be underftood without 
a Paraphrafe . Nay, it almoft religioujly follows one of the worfl Ver- 
fons, that is, Arius Montanus'i Interlinear, who has only fpoiPi 
PagninV, by an affefted Precifenefs always to travflate according to the 
firft and moft common Senfe of the Hebrew Words . Another Fault the 
laft Tranflaxors fell into, by not obfervivg the I{ule which was given 
-if hem by the Ktyg* viz. That the ordinary Bible, read in Bnglift, 

com- 
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commonly called the Bijhops Bible , fhould be followed, and as little 
altered as the Original would permit. Now the Bifliops Biblo 
(in the Pfalms efpecialiy') tom little different from CoverdalcV. the 
^^viewers in Queen Elizabeth^ Time , Token that Tranflation tom made y 
not thinking it decent to go too far from the Common-Prayer-Book 
Tranflation, by which great Offences and Exceptions might be created+ 
which they were fo prudent as not to go about unneceffarily to fpirit up* 
But our laft Set of Tranflators feem'd refolved to alter , for pure Alte - 
ration Jake , when no Manner of Occafion requited it, leaving out as much 
Englilh rhrafe, and bringing in as much Hebrew, as ever they could J 
whether it were to recommend their Skill in the Hebrew Critick, or 
whether they had any other Defign in View t J cannot tell But to give 
the geaier a Tafte of their Performance , and how much they have mended 
the old Transition : It muft be obferved, lfl, That a great Number of 
the Alterations are only Changes of one fynonymows Word for another , 
as Wicked for Ungodly ; Haften after other Gods, for run after 
(which, by the way , U much worf:) Too ftrong, fur me f for too 
mighty for me; Righteoufnefs for Righteous Dealing: Pay my 
Vows/or perform my Vows: Thy Rod and thy Staff they com¬ 
fort me, (which is hardly Englifh) for thy Rod and thy Staff com¬ 
fort me : Learn me,/or teach me : Bleffed be the Lord, for praifed 
fte the Lord, r Sc. Now the great eft Bulk of the Alterations are of 
this JCfnd. idly , They oftentimes male the plain Senfe of the old Tranf- 
lation obfeure , by keeping to the Hebrew Phrafe , as Pfal. 264, For 
where the Senfe U plain and determinate in the old Tranflation, I have 
not dwelt with vain Perfons, it is made very uncertain in the New^ f 
have not fat with vain Perfons: And fo again , what the old Tranflation 
expreffes plainly , Have Fellowfhip with the Deceitful, the New makes 
obfeure, by rendring Go in with the Diffemblers : And Jo again , for 
waik innocently, which u a good Tranflation and a proper Phrafe , they 
change for walk in my Integrity, which it farce either. 

The Lot is fallen to me in a fair Ground, U intelligible to an 
ordinary Reader, but, The Lines are fallen unto me in pleafant 
Places, is not to be underflood without a Comment . And indeed fo 
many Particulars there are, in which our Common-Prayer-Book 
Tranflation does exceed the other, that Dr. Hammond, in bis Comment^ 
bos been forced to tranflate back again the New Tranflation into the 
Words of the Old , or very near it, in a hundred Places ; and I couli 9 
with Fife, double the Number f upon juft Grounds. To which, if we add % 
that even in thofe Places in which the New Tranflation has the Ad* 
vantage of the Old, the Old Tranflation is fupported by the Authority 

of fame of the befl Hebrew c riticks, Munfter, Ca- 
* Holy David, ft alio, E5V. (as a * Learned Gent leman has late - 
tfWandhis old lyffewn;) certainly this Verfton, which we ufe in

ijoC, tnay not be allow'd to receive its Commendations, 

which in many Particulars I am fure it may j uftly put 
in its Plea for. And indeed the Clamours which have been raffed againfi 
it, have been chiefiy owing to tbc Jndffcretm of the Authors if the 

Ne# 
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New Verfion, who mneceffarily altered too much. Tor ever fwce that 
Time many of the the People have took the Common-Prayer-Book 
Transition to he only a Piece of old Popijh Trumpery , which even the 
Members of our own Church could not jufiify, by their making furh a. 
World of Emendations in it: Efteeming that only to be the pure Word 
of God, which came out of the Mint of the lift Tranflators, So much 
for the Vindication of the Old Trwjl.ition. 

And now 1 beg Leave to add a Word or two , of the ggafons which in 
duced me to the Publifiing this Paraphrafe upon it. And fir/} I thought 
it would conduce to the Removal of the Prejudices which have been 
taken up againfl this Verfion , when it jhould be feen by the Paraphrafe , 
that the Paffiges of the old Verfion agreed as well or better with the 
Context, and the Tenor of the Pfalm, than the Alterations made in the 
New, Secondly , J was willing to let the Members of our own Church, 

(efpecially thofe who attend upon the daily Service ) into a better Under* 
[landing of thefe fared Hymns, which in their publick Devotion they 
conftamly recite. For ’tit to be lamented, that many, who by con ft ant 
reading of the P fa 1ms, have learned mojl of them by Heart, yet they 
do not underjtand any thing , either of the Defignof each Pfalm, or the 
Connexion of one Verfe with the preceding or following, or of the Mean - 
ivg of particular Exprejfms, AUufions , &c. which are abfolutely neeef- 
fary to a reaching of the true Meaning thereof 

But it may be /aid , why fhould 1 attempt a new Paraphrafe on the 
Pfalms, after fo great Names as Dr * Hammond and Bifi/op Patrick ? 
/ anfwer, That thefe two Learned Men have laid out their Labours upon 
the New Tranflnion, which u not read in our Church > and therefore l 
have confined my Comment to the Coaamon-Prayer-Book Transition, 
which every one is obliged to take a Part in, in the Publick Service ; 
Upon which Account, J prefume my Work may be of more generalufe. It 
would be a Vanity in me to fay, 1 have fupplied any of their Omiffms ; 
but 1 having had their Comments before me, and having applied fome Di¬ 
ligence of my own, I may , without Arrogance, fay, *tis poffible I have 
contributed fomething towards the Explication of thefe facred Hymns, 
which my Predeceffors , this Way, have not touched. And if I did- not 
think fo, 1 would not have troubled the World with what 1 here offer • 

If it be ask'd what I have done particular in this Paraphrafe ? I an m 
fwer, 1 have commented upon the Hebrew Text , complying it with all 
the ancient and mofi modern Interpreters and Annotators, and given the 
Senfe of the Pfalmifi as nigh as J could penetrate into it, efpecially fo 
fit not to be contrary to our Verfion, -nhich / always have not bad Re¬ 
gard to neither , when any Miftake was manifef }. / have endeavoured 
to Jhew as much of the Beauties of the Poetry a/s could be expreffei in 
modern Language, and to fet out as much of the Grandour of the Afia- 
tick Metaphor, a/s our Weflern Way of Speaking will bear : peeping al¬ 
ways to fuch a Vlaimefs of Language, as may be underftood by ordinary 
Headers, I have compared our Old Trinflation with the Hebrew Text , 
and mark'd the Words which are put in for Explication, fo that every 
one may fee that we have as much Scripture here as other Tr inflations pre - 
lend to 5 and feme People need not to be fo terribly afraid > At they 
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grc taught to be ; of redding / know not what for the Word of God • J live 
tUnpsred tbe Text with two Editions of Coverdale’j Bible, ike fir ft of 
his own, tbe fecond of Cranmer’j Edition • And have re&ified two or 
three Faults which were fotnetbing grofs $ Uhmg tbe reft alone, either 
Stogetber, or till another Edition . 

Thofit that defire to reap Benefit by tb&' Parsphrafe, I would advije 
ttfw every Day to read a Pfalm or two t (who have not Leifure to redd 
the whole Morning and Evening Service , with tbe Paraphrafe,) reading 
ever tbe Argument or Title of the Pfalm fir ft 9 / would bat)e them read 
tbe Parapbrafe entire by it felf, which will heft acquaint them with the 
Tenour and Come Hi on of the Pfalm , and then Verfe for Verfe with the 
Pfalm, if they do not underfland it before . This Method f by going over 
h twice or thrice , will give any Perfon of ordinary Capacity t fucb a fuffid 
sient knowledge of the Senfe of tbe Pfalms 9 that he need not more, ujj* 
left he has a Defign to defend to fome critical Enquiries which are dif* 
pttedy without any great Advantage , among Learned Men . Whatever 
Pains I have taken herein (which are three times more than I at firft 
sxpeSed) prey God blefs them all to thy Vfc* Farewell r . 
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The PSALTER or (a) PSALMS of 
DA FID, after the Tranflation of the 
(b) Great Bible, (c) Pointed as they are to be 
Sung or Said in Churches. 

(a) Pfalms of David.] They are called the Pfalms of David, nof becaufe they 
were all compofed by him, but becaufe molt of them were, they receiving theit 4 
Denomination from the greater Part. Some were wrote before David's Time, as 
the XCPfalm, by Mofes : Some after the Captivity, asCXXVI, CXXVII. 

(b) Great Bible.] This was called the.Gmtf Bible, becaufe it was printed id a 
very bulky Volume, and publifhed by Authority in Henry V Ill's Time j being af¬ 
terwards revifed under Edward VI. The firft Eflay of tranflating the Bible into 
Englijh, was made by WilliamTyTidal, a good Scholar, and one of the firft Pro- 
teftants of Note in Henry the Vlllth's Reign. He tranflated the New Tefta- 
ment into Englijh about the Year 1527. And after that the five Books of Mofes 5 
writing Prefaces before each Book, wherein the Popifh Tenets Were expofed with 
no little Sharpncfs. This im aged the Popifh Clergy againft him, that there was 
no longer flaying for him in England ; and therefore he was refolVed to fiflifh 
his Work beyond Sea; and being aflifted by Miles Cover dale, who Compared 
TyW^/’s Tran flat ions with the Hebrew, they with joynt Labours finiflied the 
firfl Tranflation of the whole Bible, printed at Hamhorough, 1^32.. But before 
the Book was publifhed, Tyndal was apprehended in Flanders, upon an Accufatioi* 
of HereTie, and therefore was aferibed to the feigned Name of Thomas Matthews* 
Hence this Edition got the Name of Matthew's Bible. There being fome Mar*' 
^inal Marks in this Bible, which referred to fome Notes afterwards to be pub¬ 
lifhed upon filch Places as made againft Popifh Errors, made many of the Clef- 
gy take great Exceptions againft this Bible likewife. 

Therefore, at the Defire of the Lord Cromwel, Vicar-General of the King, 
Cover dale reviews Tyndal' s Tranflation again, examining it by the belt Hebrew 
Copies L It was firfl printed at Paris in 15*40; but many of the Copies being 
burnt tor heretical Books, it was reprinted at London in 1744, and was called 
The Bible of the larger Volume, or, The Great Bible. To this Bible was prefixed 
an excellent Preface of Archbifhop Cramner. It was countenanced by a Procla¬ 
mation of rhe King, commanding it to be fixed up fo, as to be read by the Ptfo* 
pie in all Churches, with a Penalty of Forty Shillings a Month upon every Pa- 
rifli which did not procure one. 

This Bible was again revifed at the beginning of King Edward's Reign, ia 
at the Dire&ion of Archbifhop Cranmcr: Another Edition whereof Wa$ 
publifhed in k?i. Thefc three Editions of the Englilh Bible are rhofe which 
are called The Great Bible , and by others Cover dale's Bible. 

There was another Tranflation, or at leaf! a Revifion of the Bible, in Queefl 
Elizabeth's Time, but this was called The B<(hoPs Bible ; becaufe the Queen, by 
her Lerters Patents, had impowered fcveral Bimops to review it. 

The laft Tranflation was made in the Fifth Year of King James t, 1607. by 
Forty-fcven eminent Divines of that Time, appointed for that Ptirpofe by the 
King ; there being fome Faults found in the bifhops Bible , by the Managers of 
the Conference at Ha nipt on-Court. 

Now the Pfalms annexed to the Common-Praycr-Book, ire not taken o'ut of 
either ot theft two laft Tranflations, but out of the Great Bible tranflated by 
T)ndal and Coverdafc, and revifed by Archbifhop Cranmer : for when the Com¬ 
mon Prayer was compiled in neither cf thefe two laft Trartflaucm wer« 
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The FfalmS.

The Tnmflation is very plain and c.ific, and fitter lor Devotion than any one 
extant, by reafon that the Hebraifms arc not fo much retained as in the 
others: And notwithstanding lome Pcvfons Ohjeftions, it is nigher the Origi¬ 
nal than thole, who have not examined it, may imagine. For as CwerJale 
was a good Oricntalift himfclf, lo he had not much tewer Advantages to alDft 
him in this Work, than thole who followed him. He had the Hebrew Text 
of th t Pfabtts, with Sr. ftram's Tran flat ion thereof, called Hebraica Merita.*, 
rnibiifhttl in Erafwus's Edition of St. /crow's Works, which I obferve this 
TranOation for the moft part to follow. Bcfides, Pagnin's Ioterlincary Verfion 
was extant before the Great Bible was printed ; for Jr;j/ Merit anus fpeaks of 
three Editions of that Tranflation before that publiflicd by him; and I find 
that Pagtiin died that very Year the Greek Bible was publifhed, viz. 1541 : 
*$ne Edition whereof I am certain was extant before this Tranfiation was made, 
it being printed at Lions 1527. Thcfe Tranfiarors had likewife before them 
the Verlion of Munjler which was publifhed at Bafil 1^34, which in many 
Places they follow. 

(c) Pointed as they are to be Suns;.'] The Cwfiom of Chanting the Pfaltns is 
very antient; Socrates relates, that it was taught firlt to the Church of Ephcfus 
by St.- Ignatius, being revealed to him by a Villon of Angels whom he heard 
Chanting a Verfe Anthem, Socr . lib. 6 . cap. 8. It is moll probable that it was 
an Apoftolical Pradtice derived from the Jews, who ufed to chant the Pfabns in 
their Synagogues. Certain it is, there was no Age of the Church, wherein 
this Cuftomdid not p evail. The Common Tunes,which are at this Day in Ule, 
vre faid to be compofcd, or at leafl: fettled, by Gregory the Great. The Points 
which are here fpoken of, are the two Pricks [ : ] which are always let down 
towards the Middle of the Vcrfc, to denote a Stop or Paule in the Mulick 
there.

That it was a Prophecy of the MeJJias, 
all the antient Jews did allow \ and Rabbi Solomon Jarchi, fays plainly , Out 
Doctors explained the Signification of this Pfalm ot King MefTias; but that we 
may better an Twer the Minnim (i. e. the Heretical Ghriftiar.sJ it is better to 
interpret it of David. And it jlmld Jeem moji probable , that the former part 
is to be wider food cf David, ■ and the latter part of Cbrift, which prophetical 
Pxcurfon is common in Scripture.

From this lnfcription may he learnt, that the Ma- 
Jier of the Mufick was to order the Tune which he was to fet to this Pfdm, that 
it might be accommodated to the Voice of the Coritcs, the particular Way of 
Singing ufed by them. For the Children of Corah wo e not deflroy'd , tho' his 
Adherents were, Numb. 15. 11. and their Pofterity were aftowards made 
Singers in the Temple , 1 Chron. 26 . 7. 2 Chron, 20. 19. Tho y this Pfalm does 
7iot bear the Name of David, it was probably compofedby him-, for the LXX do. 
exprefly attribute it to him. The Occafion of the Writing it was, his being ctb- 
feiit from the fublick Service of the Temple, which he was debarred of, during 
b's Exile in the Rebellion of Abfalom.

This is a Pfalm of David, wrote, as nrofl of the Ancient and Modern Commentators 
allow , upon Solomon’/ being anointed to be his Succcffor by Zadolc, and his fo- 
lemn Inauguration thereupon , 1 Kings 1. 1. And herein David recommends him 
in this Form of Prayer to the Blcffmg of God upon this Undertaking. But by fome 
imperceptible Motions of the holy Spirit , bis Mind is carried off to fpeak of the 
MclTiis. Vpon which Account many of the Jewijb Writers explain this Pfalm, as 
fpoken moff/y of the Meffias. So fays R. Obadiah and R. Eben Ezra. The Midrajh 
upon thefe Words, Give thy Judgments, e&c.fny, This is the King Me/lias.

It contains an Exhortation to trujk in God for djfijlance, and not to 
rely either upon Heathen Idols , or Mens own Defignt.

For this Pfalm conflfis of 22 Oclojiicks, or Staves of eight 
Vcrfes, beginning voith the fir ft Letter of the Hebrew Alphabet, and ending at 
the laft.' All the Verfes of each (ingle Stave begin with the fame Letter from 
' whence it is denominated. So that the fir ft eight yerfes begin with Aleph A, the 
next with Beth B, Gimel G, <fyc. It is further remarkable, that in every one of 
thefe Yerfes, the Number of which amounts to 176, there is fame Word or other 
Which (ignifies the Law ot God, excepting only the fecond Verfe of Ain, or Feci 
Judicium & Juftitiam. There are ten Words which areufed to this Purpofe, pro - 
mifctioufly, in this Compofltion. 1. Torah, or Law ; ?. Derek, or Way $ 3. Gne- 
duth, Teftimmy ; 4. Pekudim, Commandments ; y. Mitzevoth , Precepts; 6. Im- 
ra. Word j 7. Mifhphatim, Judgments ; 8. Zedck, Righteoufnefs 9- Chukkim. 
Statutes i 10. Emunah, Truth. The Pfalm contains a Number of very excellent 
pious Reflations and Rules, without any great connexion or dependence on each 
other - which was the Reafon probably they were wrote in this Acrofiical Me¬ 
thod, that the initial Letters might be a Help to the Manory of thofe > who were 
to learn it in the Original.
